Reed Defeats Hawalian Isla 
| « . President McKinley 
in his last message to 
Congress pointed out 
the ‘Importance of 
providings a cable, and hoped his retom- 
mendations in this regard would be heeded.

This ore item alone came danger- 
ously near causing the failute of that meas- 
ure, thus forcing an extra session of Con- 
gress. At the last moment the Senate yielded 
to the earnest appeals of Senator Allison,

BLOW D UF OF LARGER ARMY. 


‘MANY DIE mi EXPLOSION 


‘SOUTHERN FRANCE. 


Disaster at La Goubran, oh the Depart- 
_ ment of Var, by Which Probably 
‘Sixty Petsons Are Killed and One 
Hundred Injured -— Country Swept 
Bare tor Two Milesand Huge Stones 
Hurled Through ‘the Air — 
Slight Rainfall. 
Toulon, France, March 5.—Probably sixty 
persons perished and 100 were injured by the 
explosion of the naval powder magazine of 
La Goubran, betwéen La Seine and Toulon, 


n the Department of Var, southern France, 
at 2:30. o'clock this morning. The exact 


number of dead may never be known, as 


many of ‘the victims ,were blown to frag- 
ments, 

Many of the soliders on duty at the maga- 
zine were killed and a number of inhabitants 
of the surrounding district, the buildings in 
which were razed, also fell victims. 

Forty bodies have already been recovered. 

Sixteen bodies were found in the ‘rocks 
near the shore, and it is feared that others 
were precipitated into the sea. 

A vehi@e moving along a road near the 
sea was lifted bodily into the water by the 
force of the explosion, two of its occupants 
being drowned, 

‘Four of the injured have succumbed to 
their. injuries, It is belMeved that fifteen are 
still buried in the débris. Hee 


Country Swept Bare. 
Fifty thousand kilogrammes (fifty-five 


tons) of black powder exploded. It looks as_ 


though: a’ volcanic eruption had occurred, 
the country being swept almost, bare within 
a-radius of two miles. Houses were de- 
stroyed, trees uprooted and distorted, fields 
devastated and covered With stones and im- 
palpable black dust. 

Some of'these stones are enormous. One 
weighing fifty kilogrammes fell in the 
suburb of Pone de Las, Signs of the ex- 
plosion are évident in, all the suburbs of 
Toulon and in the city itself. Even at St. 
Jean Devar, five miles distant, windows 
were shattered and: doors battered in. 

Of the seven sentries, four were killed . 
outright .and-—the others severely injure 
the Corporal being literally scalped and t 
scalp overhanging his face like a vell.. 

large number of soldiers. are. now ems 
oyed in clearing away the débris, but the 
work is difficult. It is impossible to ascéer, 
tain accurately the number killed, but it 
is believed that.no fewer than hundred 
were injured.

March 6, 10:35 a. m.—The United

Outside the city there was deaultory fir- 
ing throughout the day, sg at various points 
the sharpshoeters were most annoying. At 
San Pedro Macati the rebels are active,

although a two-gun battery of the Sixth 
Artillery repeatedly shelled them. 

The enemy are fully alive to the fact that 
Mausers have a much longer range than the 
Springfielis, and are continuously taking 
“pot shots” in comparative safety. The 
American soldiers dislike this’ passive re- 
sistance, and are eager for the excitement 
of an active campaign.

FISHERMAN KILLS HIS.BROTHER 


Rudolph C. Poulson Shoots Andrew in 
- the Residence of Their Parents

‘Poulson shot and killed his 
brother, Andrew, in the residence of their 


Both men were fishermen, and boarded 
with their parents. Rudolph left the house 
early yesterday, and did not return until § 
0 ‘clock last night. He had spent the day in 
’ South Chicago saloons, and ds said to have 
béen intoxicated when he reached the 
hotse. He became noisy, and dis brother 
Andrew tried to quiet him. 

This only seemed to aggravate him, and 
when Andrew scolded him for drinking so 
heavily he became infuriated, and, rushing 
into a bedroom, secured a revolver and at- 
tacked Andrew. The latter tried to get out 
of the way, but before*he could do so his 
brother began shooting. He fired four shots 
in rapid succession, two bullets striking An- 
drew in the left breast, one in the neck, and 
the other in the left arm. 

The wounded man died almost instantly. 

The parents, who were in an adjoining 
room, were attracted by the shooting and 


Andrew lay dead upon the floor and Rudolph 
stood over him, appearing to be da He 
made no attempt to escape, and neighbors 
‘who were attracted by the shooting notified 
the police. 

Policeman Zeigler was the first to reach 
the house and placed Rudolph under arrest. 
To Captain Shippy he admitted he had shot 
his brother, but declared he was compelled to 
do so in order to save his life. This the polite 
do not believe, as no weapon of any kir 
was found near the dead man. 

Both men were single, Rudolph being 37 
years old and Andrew six years his senior. 

Percy Brandt, who was shot on Satumiay 
morning by William Gillen in A. Ahistrand’s 
grocery, 9225 Comme avenue, South 
Chicago, died at Forsythe Hospital during 
Saturday night without regaining conscious- 
ness. The charge against Gillen was 
changed to murder yesterday.

MARINES TAKE POSSESSION OF 


Teang-lH-Yamen Refuses the Italian 
- Demand for the Cession of the Bay 
and the Port Is Taken by Force— 
Great Britain Backs Italy in the 
Latter’s Demand — Another Cruteer 
Leaves Naples for the Orient, with 

Rear Admiral Grenet in Command. 


London, March 6.—The Rome correspond- 

ent of the Daily Mail says: 

“The Italian warships have landed ma- 
rines at San Mun Bay, thus virtually taking 
possession. 

‘“‘Ttaly will pay nearly £80,000 for thé con- 
cession. The Tsung-li-Yamen wishes to re- 
duce the lease to fifty years.”’ 

The Peking correspondent of the Times 
says: 

“Tt is asserted that steed the Tsung-li- 
Yamen returned Italy's dispatch Sir Claude 
Mag¢gDonalh, British Minister to China, has 
presented.a note supporting Italy's demand, 
and it is’probable that Italy will now take 
possession of San Mun Bay, ee 
practically no resistance."’

Comical Aspect of Speechmaking and

High-Sounding Abuse Which Has 
Little Significance—Demonstrations 
of People Who Do Not Know What 
They Are Shouting For—Royalist 
Movement Seemingly Futile.

Paris, Feb. 19.—Except for the outsider 
the election was a dull affair. The French 
people themselves seemed to attach little 
importance to it, They did not even express 
much interest in the result beyond a general 
expression of opinion that Loubet was a 
good fellow, against whom there was noth- 
ing to be said. . 

The foreigner, on the other hand, could 
find much that was instructive, both in the 
attitude of the public and the proceedings 
themselves, and a great deal that was most 
amusing in the unguarded ferocity of the 
press and the fatal French facility of words, 
which sound so imposing and mean abso- 
lutely nothing at all. 

Any one arriving in Paris yesterday morn- 
ing, the day of the election, -would begin at 
once to believe the extravagant tales of 
uproar and disorder in the French capital 


which have been liberally spread abroad. . 


The streets are crowded with people, who 
are all talking at once, wmiforms are seen 
everywhere, and one has visions of martial 
law already prevailing and a revolution im- 
minent. | 


Abuse of the New President. 


‘The morning papers, having fixed on the 
two candidates for office, Mr. Loubet and M. 
Meline, proceed to vilif.«the two men indis- 
criminately in the most astonishing lan- 
guage. Loubet gets the harder usage, be- 
cause he has always been a peaceful man, 
about whose career little is known, so that 
there is greater scope for the imagination. 
Although apparently he has never in his 
life given vent to an expression of opinion 
on the important topics which have affected 
the nation, he is suddenly overed to be 
an accomplice of Arton and a supporter of 
Dreyfus. In other words, he is stamped 
from the outset as a Panamist and Drey- 
fusard. Such violent language hurled at 
the forthcoming President of France, while 
the body of the former chief of the republic 
is still lying at the Elysée, combined with 
the noisy populace and the military demon- 
stration, seems to confirm the general idea 
floating about in England and America that 
This 
impression, however, will wear off as the 


day goes on, and will, in fact, never be 


stronger than it is on first reaching Paris. 
One forgets, especially if from America, 
that a talkative public and a strong sprink- 


‘ling of uniforms are normal condrtions at 


any time in the French capital, and a single 
day will convince the visitor that the press 
of Paris, however brilliantly written, has 
as much effect on the minds of the people

Atiantic. Before you reach Versailles you 
have become accustomed to lines of French 
infantry, and once among the long avenues 
of trees or in the corridors of the great 
chateau, rumors of revolution or civil war

Quietude of Versailles. 


| The inhabitants of Versailles are of course 
_ upon the streets as the yarious trains arrive 


from Paris during the morning, but there 
is absolutely no commotion. If it were not 
for the camp following which attends the 
army of Deputies from the -capital no one 
would notice much that was unusual on this 
particular - . These quiet people of Ver- 
sallles have seen so many elections, and 
possibly their recollections of the days of 
Kings, when the head of the state had some 
grandeur and worldly pomp attached to him, 
reflected upon this modern pretense of dig- 
nity, so that their attitude was one of polite 
indifference, or at best amused tolerance. 
M. Loubet and his son have arrived early 
in the day and the crowds from the trains 
rush to the restaurants for the midday meal, 
go that soon the great square of the ch@teau 
is almost deserted, save by the two lines of 
goldiers which guard the approach. The 
sun shines brilliantly through the bare 
branches of the great trees, and altogether 
if only the Deputies, and politicians. and 
journalists wore less somber clothing the 
scene would suggest a public holiday rather 
than a national crisis. Indeed, the attitude 
of the good people of Versailles called strong- 


ly to mind the aspect of Key West at the be- | 


ginning of the late war, when the apathy of 
the populace so close to the seat of war con- 
trasted strangely with the excitement in the 
North. 


The real object of interest was the collec-

These strange, ugly inventions— 
hone of which are nearly so neat or com- 
fortable as the American equivalent—were 
thoroughly inspected by the waiting band of 
spectators. Then, of course, the camera 
was rampant and there was a large man 
with a large cinematographe.

Later on the Rue Mont- 
martre and the principal streets which give 
upon the the Place de l’'Opera are densely 
crowded with shouting people, but the ut- 
most good humor prevails.

There is today positively no sign of dis- 
order in Paris, and the attempt to make a 
demonstration yesterday was a miserable 
fiasco, which the anti-Dreyfus papers, of 
course, do their best to exaggerate into a 
popular outburst of feeling. As far as I 
can judge, the people of Paris take far less 
interest in this Presidential election than the 
people of Chicago ‘do in the choice of a 
Mayor, or even an Alderman.

That is 
absolutely all. It is like a shell which bursts 
in a camp and does not even dislodge a 
tent peg.

This 
week’s bourse settlement disclosed a con- 
siderable antount of weak speculation, quite 
enough to neutralize the good effects of the 
superficial political calm. 

All things reviewed, I hold the opinion 
we shall not see much real “go” in the 
markets this side of April, and it will de- 
pend then upon circumstances outside of our 
own market whether speculation again rap- 
idly broadens out or not. :

SPAIN MOVES FOR ECONOMY. 


Cabinet Council Decides to Suppress 
the Pensions of All Former 
Ministers. 


Madrid, March 5.—The Cabinet Council to- 
day decided to suppress the pensions of all 
former Ministers. Sefior Silvela, the new 
Premier, says the government has begun 
at the top at setting an example of economy. 

The Carlists are showing signs of reviv- 


| ing activity. A band of 2,000 deserters from

Carlist demonstrations, it is reported, have 
taken place at Valencia, but no details are 
procurable here.

Sefior Duran, the new Minister of Justice, 
is a Catal protectionist. 

Sefior Dato, Minister of the Interior, is a 
talented young Deputy and barrister, who 
distinguished himself recently by a brilliant 
campaign against the abuses and scandals in 
the Madrid municipality. 

Marquis Villaverde, Minister of Finance, 
is regarded as the strongest member of the 
Silvela Cabinet after the Premier. He is 
an able financier and advocates taking the 
country frankly into confidence witha view 
to a policy of retrenchment which will im- 
pose sacrifices on both taxpayers and bond- 
holders. He favors anincome tax, and urges 
the recognition and guarantee of the colenial 
debt. 

Sefior Sagasta has promised Sefior Silvela 
the hearty support of the Liberal party on 
all national and dynastic questions. 

‘The program of Sefior Silvela includes pro- 
tection to industry, commerce, and agri- 
culture; thorough reform in municipal and 
provincial administration; sweeping army 
reforms, the formation of a really efficient 
navy, with a fortification of the coasts; and 
general financial reorganization.

SMALLPOX NEAR WASHINGTON. 


In Alexandria, Va., Directly Across the | 
River, There Are 150 Cases—Strict 
| Quarantine Established. 


Washington, D. C., March 5.—[Special. ]— 
In Alexandria, Va., across the Potomac 
River, there are 150 cases of smallpox. The 
Marine Hospital service has made every 
effort to keep the disease out of Washington. 
It established a system of inspection on the 
trains and ferryboats. So far there have 
only been thirty-seven cases in this city. 
Of these ten have been discharged and twen- 
ty-seven remain in the pesthouse. 

Mayor Simpson of Alexandria thinks .the 
epidemic is well in hand, but Health Officer 
Miller takes.a more gloomy view. The cases 
of smallpox are widely scattered over the 
city, and yellow flags are numerous. 

There is no detention hospital for suspected 
cases, and the houses where the disease de- 
velops are put under quarantine guard. 

Differences between the Mayor and the 
health officer were recently the subject of an 
investigation by a committee from the 
City Council, but the result did not have the 
effect of bringing about a better under- 
standing between them. 

It is impossible for the government in- 
spector in the absence of a rigid quar- 
antine to prevent every infected person from 
‘leaving Alexandria. 

Cleveland, O., March 5.—[{Special.]—As- 
sistant County Solicitor F. L. Taft was this 
afternoon taken to the smallpox detention 
hogepital, and his roommate, Attorney Will- 
iam E. Patterson,:-is an inmate of the pest 
house, {ll with the same disease.

Judge Haldom was a predecessor of Mn, 
Young as a public guardian. ; 

“TI was requested by Judge Kohisaat to 
take charge of a number of small*estates,” 
said Judge Holdom, “and, tf I remember 
correctly, J did not turn over to exceed §2,000 
to Mr. Young. He, however, made more of 
a business out of it than myself, and I un» 
derstand he took over a number of smalJ 
estates. I do not know, but I should judge 
he must have had at least $10,000 worth of 
properties in his hands. I talked with Judge 
Kohlsaat recently about Mr. Young, and the 
Judge is much worried over the situation. 
Mr. Young certainly has not shown Judge 
Kohlsaat the courtesy due the Probate 
Judge. He should come here at once and re- 
lieve all his friends of their anxiety.” 

“Yes, I saw my. father in Allentown,” 
said Charles Young, “ but it is useless foPr 
me to speak of a matter of which 1 know 
little or nothing.: I cannot say when my 
father will return to Chicago, though he 
told me he would be here befere longs, 
not know where father is now, but he is we 
in Allentown, Pa.
